The only quarantinable diseases reported in Manila during the week 
ended June 18, 1904, were 2 cases of smallpox with 1 death. No 
cholera or plague was reported. 

The following vessels cleared for the United States: 

June 15, 1904, the United States army transport Thomas. Before 
sailing, the transport proceeded to the Mariveles Quarantine Station 
where the crew and steerage passengers were bathed and their effects 
disinfected. All suspicious cargo was also disinfected, remainder 
inspected and passed. 

June 15, 1904, the British steamer Pharsalia cleared for New York 
via Cebu. Cargo placed on board here was inspected and passed. 

June 18, 1904, the American schooner Crecent cleared for Portland, 
Oreg. The vessel was fumigated, but sailed without awaiting inspec- 
tion by the quarantine officer on duty in the bay, as directed. 

During the week ended June 25, 1904, the only quarantinable dis- 
eases reported in Manila were 1 case of plague and 1 of smallpox. 

The contagious-disease report of Manila is particularly encouraging 
at this time, because the quarantinable diseases in the near-by foreign 
countries have been decidedly on the increase. At Hongkong alone 99 
cases of plague were reported for the two weeks ended June 25, 1904. 
At Amoy plague is reported to be increasing very rapidly. At Saigon 
the cholera situation remains unchanged. The French bills of health 
report cholera as being present in the interior, but information 
obtained from ship captains is to the effect that the disease is also pres- 
ent in the port of Saigon. The masters of vessels plying between 
this port and Saigon have shown a great willingness to aid in prevent- 
ing the introduction of cholera from that port. So far as it has been 
possible to ascertain, they have faithfully carried out the suggestions 
that none of their crews be permitted to go ashore, to take aboard no 
fresh vegetables, and not to take any water at Saigon if it can possibly 
be avoided. In view of the fact that there is no available data upon 
the wholesomeness of the Saigon water, every ship that arrives here 
from that port carrying Saigon water is required to discharge the 
same before entering the harbor and the tanks are disinfected with 
permanganate of potassium. 

The steamer Tremont sailed for Tacoma June 21, 1904. It may be 
well to observe here that this is one of the largest vessels on the Pacific 
and that she was fumigated throughout with sulphur while in this port 
by the pot method. All cargo and baggage was inspected, suspected 
articles being disinfected and so labeled. The passengers were inspected 
on board just prior to sailing. 

The steamer Seneca cleared for New York June 23, 1904. The ves- 
sel was inspected and passed just prior to sailing.

Africa — Lourenco Marquez. — Month of April, 1904. Estimated 
population, 8,000. Total number of deaths, 51, including' 10 from 
tuberculosis. 

Month of May, 1904. Total number of deaths, 61, including 4 from 
tuberculosis. 
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British Guiana — Demerara, Georgetown. — Month of June, 1904. 
Estimated population, 36,567. Total number of deaths, 201, including 
24 from tuberculosis. 

Chile — Antofagasta. — Month of May, 1904. Estimated popula- 
tion, 16,000. Total number of deaths, 95, including 12 from plague. 

Gibraltar. — Three weeks ended July 24, 1904. Estimated popu- 
lation, 27,460. Total number of deaths, 27. No deaths from con- 
tagious diseases. 

Great Britain — England and Wales. — The deaths registered in 76 
great towns in England and Wales during the week ended July 23, 
1904, correspond to an annual rate of 14.1 per 1,000 of the aggregate 
population, which is estimated at 15,271,287. 

London. — One thousand three hundred and twenty deaths were 
registered during the week, including measles 49, scarlet fever 4, diph- 
theria 14, whooping cough 21, enteric fever 5, 1 from smallpox, and 
diarrhea 161. The deaths from all causes correspond to an annual rate 
of 14.8 per 1,000. In Greater London 1,835 deaths were registered, 
[n the "outer ring" the deaths included 5 from diphtheria, 5 from 
measles, 3 from scarlet fever, and 2 from whooping cough. 

Ireland. — The average annual death rate represented by the deaths 
registered during the week ended July 23, 1904, in the 21 principal 
town districts of Ireland was 15.6 per 1,000 of the population, which 
is estimated at 1,093,289. The lowest rate was recorded in Ballymena, 
viz, 4.8, and the highest in Newry, viz, 25.2 per 1,000. In Dublin and 
suburbs 131 deaths were registered, including enteric fever 2, measles 
5, whooping cough 3, and 24 from tuberculosis. 

Scotland. — The deaths registered in 8 principal towns during the 
week ended July 23, 1904, correspond to an annual rate of 15.7 per 
1,000 of the population, which is estimated at 1,726,236. The lowest 
rate of mortality was recorded in Leith, viz, 11.0, and the highest in 
Paisley, viz, 21.1 per 1,000. The aggregate number of deaths regis- 
tered from all causes was 518, including diphtheria 3, measles 12, 
scarlet fever 3, smallpox 2, and 22 from whooping cough. 

Japan — Nagasaki. — Ten days ended June 10, 1904. Estimated popu- 
lation, 154,727. Total number of deaths not reported. One death 
from typhus fever reported. 

Java — Batavia. — Week ended June 18 and July 2, 1904, respec- 
tively. Estimated population, 160,000. Number of deaths not 
reported. No contagious diseases reported. 

Malta. — Two weeks ended July 23, 1904. Estimated population, 
197,070. Total number of deaths, 244, including 2 from enteric fever. 
Two weeks ended July 9, 1904. Total number of deaths, 231, includ- 
ing diphtheria 2 and 4 from enteric fever. 

Spain — Barcelona.— -Ten days ended July 20, 1904. Estimated 
population, 600,000. Total number of deaths, 295, including diph- 
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theria 1, enteric fever 8, measles, 11, scarlet fever 1, whooping cough 
1, smallpox 9, and 22 from tuberculosis. 

West Indies — Curasao. — Two weeks ended July 29, 1904. Esti- 
mated population, 31,600. Total number of deaths, 9. No contagious 
diseases.
